Have  you  ever  wondered  hov*/  the  108  foreign  students  attending  C.L.U.  found  their  way  here,  and  how  their 
past  influences  their  new  life  in  California.  In  on  interview  with  Erna  from  Namibia  and  Roberto  from  Argentina 
they  will  tell  us  how  a  mixture  of  luck  and  coincidence  brought  them  to  our  school. 


"My  whole  life  is  a  coincidence",  Roberto  soys.  He 
was  working  with  a  theatre  in  Cordoba,  central  Ar- 
gentina, while  Dr.  Ted  Labrenz  from  C.L.U.  was  visiting. 
"Argentina  is  lacking  university  training  in  theatre,  so 
when  I  was  offered  a  scholarship  to  study  drama  I 
knew  I  had  to  go,"  All  of  this  happened  in  the  fall  of 
1986  and  a  year  later  he  arrived  in  California. 

"I  really  appreciate  that  I  have  a  wide  platform  to 
build  upon;  it  helps  me  to  open  my  eyes  and  see  things 
in  on  objective  perspective."  His  comment  suggests 
the  advantages  he  finds  in  growing  up  in  another  part 
of  the  world.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  disadvan- 
tages; "I  feel  the  English  language  sometimes  limits  me 
in  expressing  myself."  Naturally  he  misses  his  friends  in 
Cordoba  but  suprisingly  he  doesn't  miss  his  family. 

Roberto  is  enjoying  his  stay  at  CLU.  He  especially 
appreciates  CLU's  size  and  the  fine  relationships  he  has 
developed  with  the  professors.  In  ten  years  he  sees 
himself  somewhere  out  in  the  big  world  where  he  can 
be  creative.  "Send  me  to  India,  and  I  will  go." 


Roberta  is  from  Argentina  and  Majoring  in  Drama. 

"I  thought  I  was  going  to  school  in  South  Africa, 
but  I  finally  ended  up  in  California,"  Erna  says  with  a 
worm  laugh  in  her  voice.  There  are  no  universities  in 
Namibia,  and  only  white,  wealthy  people  can  af- 
ford to  send  their  children  to  South  Africa  to  be 
educated.  Erna  finished  her  last  two  years  of  high 
school  via  correspondence  while  working  at  the 
post  office  in  her  home  capital,  Windhoek.  Because 
of  the  lack  of  education,  the  Lutheran  World  Feder- 
ation sponsors  some  Namibians  to  get  their  educa- 
tion abroad.  "When  I  was  asked  to  go  to  the  U.S.  I 
didn't  know  what  to  expect,"  said  Erna.  "I  am  here 
for  my  country  and  I  want  to  go  home  and  teach  as 
soon  OS  I  graduate." 

Erna  grew  up  with  racism  in  her  back  yard.  "It  was 
hard  for  me  to  accept  help  from  white  people  be- 
cause at  home  we  never  hod  anything  nice  to  say 
to  each  other."  Erna  believes  her  African  back- 
ground helps  her  to  appreciate  certain  things  most 
Americans  never  consider,  the  right  to  speak  out 
and  prevent  discrimination.  "I  feel  very  free  in 
America,"  Erna  says. 


Erna  is  from  Namiblan  and  majoring  in  Sociology.

My  radio.  Some  U2  tapes.  A  poster.  A  couple  letters.  A  doorplate  with  my  name  and  title  on  it  that  will  never 
have  another  door  to  go  on.  And  459  virtually  worthless  business  cords.  These  ore  the  things  that  I'll  take  out  of 
my  office  before  May  1  when  my  one-year  term  as  student  body  president  ends.  Doesn't  seem  much  to  show 
for  a  position  like  "student  body  president."  Oh  —  my  name  does  go  on  a  plaque.  (But  that  stays  In  the  office.)  I 
guess  I'll  get  a  picture  in  the  yearbook.  (I  wish  I  were  more  photogenic  . . .) 

But  just  because  I  don't  have  much  to  show  doesn't  mean  there  hasn't  been  much  to  gain.  And  even  though 
the  plaque  wilt  stay  in  the  office,  I'll  leave  with  much  more.  As  I  write  this  column  with  one  week  left  to  go,  what 
I'm  most  aware  of  is  a  sense  of  gratitude,  of  appreciation  and  respect,  and  of  being  finished.  I'm  grateful  for 
simple  things.  For  the  chance  to  represent  you.  For  the  encouragement.  For  the  thanks  and  the  smiles.  For 
Wednesday  senate  meetings  and  thirty-one  (most  of  the  time)  eager  faces.  For  the  suggestions  and  com- 
plaints (maybe  not  all  of  the  complaints).  I'm  also  thankful  for  results.  For  seeing  things  happen,  especially 
because  of  students.  For  events,  meetings,  participation.  For  the  chance  to  learn  and  to  fail  and  to  lead. 
Essentially,  I'm  thankful  for  the  people  here,  because  none  of  the  above  things  could  have  happened  without 
people. 

When  I  take  the  time  to  really  think  about  what  I'm  a  port  of  here,  the  people  I've  been  involved  with,  the 
feelings  go  beyond  thanks  to  appreciation  and  respect.  My  job  seems  easy  in  comparison  to  a  commissioner's 
task  of  balancing  budgets  or  a  senator's  job  of  fighting  apathy.  In  addition,  I  usually  get  more  recognition 
(although  not  always  deserved)  than  most  students.  So  I  respect  those  who  do  their  best  at  being  the  students 
they  are  those  who  give  hours  to  drama,  music,  ministry,  study,  athletics,  debate,  journalism,  residence  life, 
clubs,  work,  and  all  the  other  things  there  are  to  spend  time  on.  More  than  this,  I  get  excited  when  students 
struggle  and  survive,  and  in  the  end  have  more  of  a  sense  of  themselves.  I'm  still  amazed  by  the  concern  shown 
and  time  spent  by  professors  on  students,  and  I've  spoken  before  about  administration's  willingness  to  listen. 
Again,  what  I've  seen  as  president  has  given  me  many  reasons  to  respect  people,  to  appreciate  their  gifts  and 
efforts. 

Finally,  I  have  a  sense  of  being  finished.  Going  from  confusion  in  May  (this  is  my  first  year  involved  with  student 
government)  to  excitement  in  September,  I  am  now  tired!  I've  given  and  received  much,  and  have  used  up  a 
tremendous  amount  of  energy.  But  I  now  have  more  energy  to  go  on,  to  graduate,  to  leave.  I  con  leave  with  a 
sense  of  hope  because  I'm  leaving  a  school  that  survives  the  coming  and  going  of  students.  You  see,  I'm  only 
one  student  who  is  here  for  four  years  and  who  serves  one  year  as  student  body  president.  There  are  many 
more  students  behind  me  who  should  have  a  chance  to  feel  gratitude,  appreciation  and  respect,  and  a  sense 
of  being  finished.  The  feelings  of  thanks  and  appreciation  and  respect  allow  me  to  leave  this  place  excited 
about  the  people  who  will  stay,  excited  about  what  is  to  come  at  CLU. 

In  conclusion,  I'll  soy  thanks  one  more  time.  It's  a  small  word  with  much  behind  it.  I  don't  know  how  I  can  give 
back  all  that  I've  received  —  unless  anyone  has  any  use  for  459  business  cards  . . .
